Eugene Zimmerman, former Presi-

The return journey 
along one of the German main lines of 
communication — through Eastern 
France, across a corner of Belgium, 
and through Lu?;embourg — was full of 
int^est. and confirmed the impression 
gathered at the center of things, the 
great headquarters, that this twentieth 
century warfare is in the last analysis 
a gigantic business proposition which 
the board of directors (the gre: t gen- 
eral staff) and the 30 department 
heads am conducting with the effi- 
ciency of a great American business 
corporation. v 

The west-bound track is a continu- 
ous procession of frefght trains — 
fresh consignments oi raw material, 
men and ammunition, being rushed to 
the firing line to be ground out into 
victories. 

Our fast train stops at the mouth of 
a tunnel, then crawls ahead charily, 
for the French, before retreating, dy- 
namited the tunnel.

Need of Censorship. 

The talk turned to the censorship 
and its merits and defects. 

"If one side or the other ever gets 
the jump— gets it decidedly and indis- 
putably." remarked Mr. Cobb. ' I be- 
lieve you will see that side let up on 
the censorship. They will issue a gen- 
eral invitation to the press 'to come 
on over and watch us eat up this fel- 
low.'

PAMOUS R ESORT IS PASSING 

Jardin de Paris, Landmark of Gay 
Capital, a Victim of

The Jardin de Paris is doomed. 
After a gentle decadence of some ten 
declining years it will perish soon, 
with no pain, when the Champs 
Elysees chestnuts are shedding their 
first rusty leaves. I noticed a sad 
change in it when, after many years, 
I visited it a night or two ago. The 
trail of the moving picture was over it 
all. 

The Jardin de Paris was at its best 
in the early nineties. It was one of 
the first, as it long remained one of 
the most Parisian of open-air resorts. 

The Jardin was not solely or even 
mainly a music hall, though there 
were turns from 11 onwards for the 
amusement of women, fools, boys and 
tourists. Up almost to the very end 
the dancing was the thing. In its 
palmy days such curiously nicknamed 
dancers as La Goulue, Grille d'Egout, 
and Valentin le Desosse — Valentine, 
the boneless wonder — were the par- 
ticular stars of the Jardin de Paris.

Paris became a sort of open-air salon 
in the summer months.
